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ELECTRIC FLASHES. 


A woven use for the électric motor is |

Ax unusual electrical phenomenon 
was witnessed on the Fourth of July

—| Tue new theory of the lichtning rod 
| is thatit sbould as far as possible con- 
| centrate the energy of the lightning on 
| its. if in the quieter form of heat. Con- 
sequeutly, a piece of iron wire the size 
| of a telegraph wire is sufficient for all 
ordinary flashes, and much cheaper than 
the half-inch copper rod or tape once 
thought to be requisite. 

AN occurrence which shows how par- 
ticularly ready electricity is to avail 
its. lf of any opportunity to ‘short cir- 
cuit,” or stray from the right path, is 
reported from Ohio. The switchboard 
of an electric company caught fire, the 
machine began “flashing,” and the 
| lights went out. It was found that an 
| ordinary card photograph had fallen in- 
to the switchboard, and the gilt edge 
around it had come into contact with 
the two ends of the line, thus causing 
ashortcircuit. — 
| Recent investigations by Captain J. 
| P. McClear have brought out some new 
and important facts concerning the be- 
havior of lightning under certain condi- 
tions. After examining a number of 
trees which had been struck by hght- 
ning, he found that those which were 
struck before the falling of rain were 
shattered, while those 
struck after the rain began were simply 
scored, and had the bark more or less 
blown of. These phenomena point tw 
the fact that during rain every tree is 
conducting electricity. Other consid- 
erations affecting the issue are the po- 
sition of the cloud, the amount of foliage 
on the tree, its conditions of moist- 
ure, and its connection with running 
water. 

One of the most beneficial ways of 
purifying rvoms in which the atmos 
phere is especially liable to vitiation, 
is to produce ozone by clectrical sparks, 
an the practice has been strongly rec- 

imended by the highest medical au- 
thorities. The delightful freshness and 
vigor which is perceptible in the air 
after a series of sparks from an ordinary 
influence machine is a proof of the salu- 
tary and refreshing influence produced. 
A physician in Philadelphia has taken 
avery wise stepin the introduction of 
asmall electric machine for the produc- 
tion of ozone. It is in acompuct form, 
operated by a small battery, and can be 
conveniently carried. There is said to 
be a large demand for the machine for 
purifying the sick rooms of private 
patients. 

ANOTHER industry which is destined 
shortly to be stirred to its very depths 
by the adventof the electric motor is 
that of the bootblack. The first blow 
at what will soon be regarded as the 
ancient practice of shining by hand has 
been dealt in Chicago, where electrical 
biacking machines are now at work on 
the strects. The outfit is of the sinipleat 
deseription. A small motor is conccaled 
in abex beneath the foot rest of the 
bootblack’s chair; a flexible shaft with 
one end attached tothe armature spin- 
dle bas the other fitted with a revolving 
polishing brush. The only other ele- 
mentin the outfitisa small push-but- 
ton, and when this is touched the brush 
spins round ata speed that laughs to 
scorn the deftest hand thatever gave 
the exultant finish to the morning 
toilet. '

A DELICATE TASK. 


It Was Performed by John Russell Young 
in War Times. 

While John Russell Young was editor 
of the New York Standard he performed 
a delicate task for the United States Gov- 
ernment, concerning which until very re- 
cently noteven his most intimate friends 
were advised. Inasmuch as tho reasons 
for secrecy, however, no longer ob- 
tain, the fact has been given out 
that the character of the loans and 
securities of our Government were not 
understood in England and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury considered it de- 
sirable that the press and public of 
Great Britain should be made acquaint- 
ed with the desirability of American in- 
vestments. John Russell Young at that 
time went abroad as special agent of 
the United States Government to Lon- 
don; but no one, not even the members 
of his own family, knew that he was ia 
Government employ. 

While he was abroad he wrote a num- 
ber of very able articles on United 
States securities, which were published 
in the leading newspapers in Great 
Britain, and thus he successfully accom- 
plished the object of his mission. While 
abroad he ran over to Paris and wit- 
nessed the siege and fall of the gay cap- 
ital Mr. Young telegraphed a ten- 
column account of the affair, which was 
unexcelled in its vividness of narration 
and the purity of its English. Ever 
since that time John Russell Young has 
been as much 8 traveler as a writer. 
He bas traveled all over the globe for 
the New York Herald, besides having 
aceompanied General Grant on his mem- 
orable trip around the world, the his- 
tory of which trip was carefully written 
up and published in bool form in 1889. 
He hasalso been Envoy DPxtraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to the 
Empire of China. During all this time 
Mr. Young has retained bis interest in 
tho Evening Star of Philadelphia, and 
will y devote the remainder of 
his days to editorial work on that paper.

Hon. Thomas Fitch of Reno ad-

When I was honored witb an invi- 
tation to address you I was puzzled to 
determine what topic to select for dis- 
course. Statistics with respect to your 

organization, npambers and work wit 
come more properly from your officers, 
and I know eo little about the details 
of your trade that I should be certain 
'to make blunders if | attempted to 
discuss your doties or achievements. 
Generally 1 know that to you is com- 
mitted the duty which in the Orient is 
imposed unon the faithful Parsees— 
that of keeping the altar fires forever 
ylowing. -Generally | know that in 
the performance of your tasks you are 
called upon Ww re are sweltering 
heat and bitter cold, fierce tempests 
and driving sleet, and that when on 
duty you are required to be as alert, as 
tireless, a8 industrious and as powerful 
as the fabled gnomes whose swart and 
tire-lit features illuminate our fairy lit- 
erature. Generally 1 know that when 
you strike—as | think you have never 
found oveasion to do upon this coast, 
and as T bope you may seldom have 
ocvasion to do anywhere—people are 
then compelled to stay at home, and 
freight accumulates in the warehouses 
uutil you resume your labors. 

Knowing these general facts, I yet 
do not know enough specifically about 
your organization and its objects tu 
offer you either valuable advice or in- 
teresting or even intelligent comment 
concerning it. 

But there is one point where our 
lines touch, and where, in my profes- 
sion, I may be able to present some 
suggestions that may prove: f value to 
you, and that is with respect to the 
rights, or rather absence of right un- 
der the law of tnis State, of any loco- 
motive fireu.en—or other worker—to 
recover frow his employer for injuries 
which be may sustain through the 
negiigence, carelessness or unskilful- 
ness of a fellow workman. I cannot, 
in my opinion, serve you better to-day 


you gather for mutual 


chan by omitting the usval rhetoric 
and eulogy supposed to be suitable for 
such odcusions as this, and endeavor- 
ing to point out a method within your 
power to adopt of securing such 
reforms in the present law as will 
make you less helpless if you are 
maimed through no fault of your own, 
and your wives and little ones less de- 
pendent if—by a calamity beyond your 
control—death should come to you 
while in the performance of duty. 

Why is it that jurisprudence is 
almost the only science which fails to 
keep pace with the brilliant and ad- 
vancipg procession of progress in all 
other ways? In theology total de- 
pravity and infant damnation have 
been laid aside, along with the legeud 
uf Jonah’s sujuura in the whale’s in- 
terior, and the new philosophies—the 
result of modern thought and ancient 
cult combined—have stricken the 
shackls from the onward feet of the 
seekers after truth. [n medicine the 
lancet, the blister and the black 
draught are no longer the ruling Trin- 
ity; the fever stricken patient no 
longer cries in vain for water, and 
aenesthetics bave almost banished 
pain from among the ills of life. But 
when we approach the laws the eatire 
membership of the legal profession, 
from the most venerable judge to the 
latest pin-feathered chicken of the 
schools, cries out **Do not disturb the 
venerable dust of innumerable ages.’’ 
Ll am not especially given to icono- 
vlasm, but I can see no yreater reason 
for preserving the errors of by-gone 
ages in law than for insisting upoo a 
literal six days’ creztion in theology, 
ur for adberi:.g to blue niass and brim- 
stone in medicine. 

The common law doctrine which re- 
lieves the employer from responsibility 
for injuries which his employe may 
sustain through the negiiyence of a 
teliow workmen, has been upheld and 
strengthened and enlarged and con- 
strued by the Courts of Enyland and 
America in the interest of eu:ployers, 
uotil it bas grown into a monstrous 
aud apparently impregnable fortress, 
from behind which wealth can defy 
the claims of the worker. 

To the shame of Culifornia it may 
be suid that this is the only State in 
the Union besides Dakota which has 
, vy legirlation established and fortified 
the cruel doctrine of the common law. 
Section 1970 of the California Civil 
Vode reads as follows: ‘‘An employer 
is not bound to indemnify his employe 
for losses suffered by the latter iv con- 
seyuence of the ordinary risks of the 
business in which he is employed, nur 
in consequence of the negligence of 
another person employed by the same 
ew ployer in the same general busives-, 
upless has neglected to use ordi- 
nary care in the selection of the culpa- 
ble employe.”’ ; 

This provision of the California code, 
and the common law doctrine upon 
which it is based, is against the in- 
terest of every lovomotive fireman, 
every engineer, every brakeman and 

actor and train band in Calilornia. 
It is aguivst the interest of every 
miner, carpenter, mason and painter. 
It is agains the interest of every toiler 
in factory and furnace It is againrt 
the interest of every laborer whose life 
may be taken or whose limbs may be 


ought in justice to the workers to be 
repealed and the common law doctrine 
upon which it is based should be swept 
by legi-lation from the jurisprudence 

this State, as it has already been 
destroyed or modified in severa! States. 

Georgia was the first State in the 
Union to inaugurate lexi on this 


leyiziation ; 
subject. As early as 1855 her Legis- 
lature enacted the following law: 
*t Kailroad are common 
As such 


those who — exercise care and 
diligence in the runon 
' companies ehall be lia 
‘arising from the want 
diligence. If the person injured is 
himself an employe of the company, 
i'und the damage ¥ as cansed by another 
employe, avd without fault or negii- 
gence on the part of the person injured, 
his employment by the company shall 
| be no bar to the recovery.” 
| Jowa enacted a similar statute in 
1867. dat limited it ** to employes en- 
in the business of operating 
railroads, and not to all persons em- 
ploved by the corporation without re- 
gard to their employment.’”’” Kansas 
passed an act in 1874 made to apply 
only to railroad c@rporations, but its 
phraseology is such that the courts of 
that State bave greativ limited its 
scope. Masaachusetts in 1887 enacted 
av elaborate law, but the an,ount that 
may be recovered there is limited to 
$4,000 for any injury, or $5,000 for 
death. Minnesota in the same year 
passed an act applicable only to rail- 


railroads in process of construction. 
Wvoming, Rhode Island and Montana 
have statutes applicable to railroad 
corporations alone. In forty States 
and Territories of this Union the cou- 
won law rule of mon-rexponsibility to 
the employe prevails, and it is a mat- 
ter of astonishment to me that the 
labor organizations of the country have 
not long since directed their attention 
and efforts to changing the law, for 
for they certainly have the power to 
do so if they see fit to exercise lM. 
Mavbe the Knights of Labor were not 
altogether wise in excluding lawyers 
from their membership, for lawyers 
are certainly laborers, and occasionally 
they have ideas which might prove of 
service to other laborers. 

The reason of the common law rule 
is clearly stated by Chief Justice Shaw 
of Massachusecta in the case of Far- 
well vs. Boston & Worcester Railroad 
Company, reported in 4tb Metcalfe. 
He says: ‘‘ He who engages !n the 
employment of another for the per- 
formance of specified duties and ser- 
vices for compensation, takes upon 
himself the natural and ordinary risks 
incident to the performance of such 
duties, and in legal presemption the 
compensation is adjusted accordingly. 
And we are not aware of any principle 
which should except the perils arising 
from the carelessness avd negligence 
of those. who are in the same employ- 
ment. These are perils the servant Is 
as likely to know, and against which 
he can as effectually guard as the 
master. They are perils incident to 
the service and which can as easily be 
foreseen and provided for in the rate 
of compensation as any other.”’ 

If I could presume to qnestion the 

reasoning of so distinguished a jurist 
as Chief Justice Shaw, I should say 
that the weakness of his argument 1s 
in the assumption that a peril arising 
from the neglivence or unsk:!fulnese 
of a fellow employe is a peril ‘* which 
the employe is as likly to know, and 
against which be can as effectually 
yuard as the employer.”” In many 
instances, indeed in most instances, 
this is not the case. Permit me to 
illustrate: The general superinten- 
dent of a railroad knows, or at least 
onght to know, whether the division 
superintendents possess sufficient in- 
telligence, experience and knowledye 
of men to enable them to select com- 
petent workmep, and the division 
superintendent, or his assistant, 
knows, or ought to know, whether the 
switch tender whom he selects is clear- 
headed, sober, wakeful, attentive and 
competent. The fireman whose life 
may be sacrificed, or whose body may 
be maimed by a misplaced switch, 
knows nothing whatever of the antece- 
dents, qualifications or habits of the 
switch-tender. Often he does not 
know even his name or his person. 
He was not consulted in his selection, 
and tie will not be consulted concern- 
ing his retention or discharge. The 
switch-tender may have received his 
appointment because he is influential 
at a primary election, because he is a 
cousin or a brother-in-law of the ap- 
pointing power, or of somebody who 
has a ‘“‘ pull” with the appointing 
power, or because he has a pretty sis- 
ter, or because he was upon a jury that 
brought in a verdict in favor of the 
railroad company, 
I do not undertake to say that any 
employer makes a practice of selecting 
his employes for any other reason 
than because of their qualifications. 
On the contrary, it may be assumed 
that aa a matter of self-interest thuse 
who employ switch tenders use all the 
means of information within their 
reach, and exercise their very best 
jadgments in makingselections. Nev- 
ertheless, the selections are made 
upon their information, which may be 
false or colored, and upon their judg- 
ment, which may be erroneous, and it 
is not made with the approval of the 
locomotive fireman, who has no io- 
formation upon the subject, and who 
does not exervise, and cannot exercise, 
any judgment in the premises. 

And when a ewitch is misplaced, 
and a locomotive overturned, and a 
fireman lies crushed onder the wreck, 
what mockery of logic and of justice is 
it which saystohim: ‘* You can re- 
cover nothing if you live, and your 
family will be entitled to nothing if 
you die, because the drunkenness or 
the stupidity’ of the switch-tender, 
whom you did not know and never 
saw, Was a peril which you were as 
likely to know, and against which yuu 
could have guarded as effectually as 
your employer.”’ 

Su a waiter in a hotel. sent to 
to the fifth story with an order, is in- 
jured by the carelessness of the man 
in charge of the elevator; suppose a 
machinist at the lathe or the anvil 
crippled through the carelessness of 
the engineer in the basement ; suppose 
&@ mason, or painter, or carpenter 
thrown to the ground by a loaded 
wagon carelessly driven against the 
seaffulding ; suppose a miner hurled to 
the bottom of the shaft, or strangled 
or drowned in a drift or tanne] through 
the neglect of the engineer in the 
hoisting house. In none of these in- 
stances could the injured man or his 
heirs recover from tue common em- 
eo a and in none of them is there in 

—whatever there may be in law— 
any common employment of the man 
injured and the man whose careless- 
ness caused the injury. 

There is doubtless 4 special and ex- 
traordinary risk incurred by railroad 
employes, and therefore greater neces- 
sity for prutective legislation in their 
behalf, but the principle anderiving 
the reform I advocate will extend with 
|treden snd avonstio force to all other

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The legal presumption that the risks 
of the business are estimated for im 
the compensation paid the employes is 
a pleasant legal fiction. . Dothe miners 
on the Comstock receive more wages 
because of the risks of fire, and flood, 
and premature explosions, and falling 

? Does the hod carrier obtain a 
larger compensation because of the 
riak that the teamster may drive his 
tearm against the ladder ? Does the 
bookkeeper collect higher wages be- 
cause of the risk of being blown up by 
an unskiliul gas tender? Is the actor’s 
salary larger because of the risk of 
being maiwed through the carelessness 
of the stage carpenter? 

Tbe rue that the servant cannot 
recover from the master for injuries 
inflicted through the negligence of a 
fellow-servant 18 as old as the English 
common law, and it is qaite old enough 
to die, for it bas survived a‘l the con- 
ditions which gave it birth. It orig: 
inated in a 8¥8tem of society where the 
terms ‘‘ master and servaut’”’ were al- 
most equivalent to the words *‘ master 
and slave ’’— Where the employer and 
employed had in theory both rights 
and duties, but where in practice. the 
servant usually bad all of the duties 
and the master all of the rights. I[t is 
a rule that was established before rail- 
roads were built, before the use of 
steam or electricity was known, before 
great manufacturing establishments 
existed. The employe in those times 
was usually a member of the family of 
his empioy er, sleeping under the same 
roof, euting at the lower part of the 
same board, working in the same shop. 
Each employe was under the eyeof all 
the other employes, and all were under 
the eves of the employer. Under such 
circumstances there might be some 
justice in the rule, while, under the 
changed circumstances existing to-day, 
there is no justice in it whatever. At 
an early day that rule was limited to 
cases where both the negligent and the 
injured employe were engaged in a 
common employment, and had the 
phrase ‘‘common employment’’ been 
‘onstrued by the Courts with fairness 
to the servant, the injustice of the rule 
might not be so ubvious, but the tend- 
ency of the Courts has been to enlargy 
their constructions in the interest o/ 
employers and narrow tnem in the 
interest of employes. A few of the 
many hundred cases reported in the 
books may be quoted to illustrate this 
tendency. 

In the case of Slater vs. Jewett, re- 
ported in 85th New York Court of 
Appeals reports, a telegraph operator 
ut Salamanca, on the Erie Railroad, 
omitted to give the engineer of an east- 
bound train orders received frum the 
train dispatcher as to the place where 
the east-buound and west-buuod trains 
should meet. A collision ensued, and 
Slater, who was a lucomotive firewan 
vo the west-bouod train, was killed. 
What possible knowledge could Slater 
bave bad of the qualifications of thé 
telegraph operator? And in what 
sense, other thau a legal one, could 
the telegraph operator avd the locomwo- 
tive firewau be said to be epgayed in a 
common enterprise ?

of right with the railroad passouxer, 
is a change that will add only the. cost 
of accident insurance for its employes 
to ex pense account of the railroad and 
mining aod manulactoring co:n panies. 
It ia a change that will secure greater 
safety to the traveling public for it 
will induce a more scraciuizing selec- 
tion of sober careful and reliable meno 
for positions where sobrie'y are need- 
ed. It isa change that mightalieviate 
the sufferings of many e gallant worker 
striken down in the perfurmance of 
duty, and lighten the gleom of pov- 
oe otberwiae might rest upon 
widowed or orphaned bouseholds. 
The means of + ff-cting such a change 
in California are exceedingly simple. 
Subsiituie for Section 1970 of the Civil 
Code the following, * Every person or 
Corporation organized or doing busi- 
ness in this state, shall be liable for 
all damages sustained by any en- 
ploye thereef by reason of the negli- 
wence carelessness Of any other em- 
ploye thereof, without contributory 
urxligence on the part of the person 
injured, when sustained within this

A rapacious and tyrranous 
emplover isa curse te any commun ity 
and so isthe idieand unthriftv man 
who demands an unearned share of 
the result of industry, and who clam- 
ors for bread or blood, meaning there- 
by somebody elses bread and some- 
body elses blood We have iu this 
country to-day all the comments of a 
revolution. It will need wike coun- 
sels, and prudence and mutual con- 
cessions to avcrt it, aod only a narrcw 
mioded and salfish mau will seek to 
dixeensions between capital and labor. 
Laber is as much interest d as capital 
in the preservation of order, for labor 
pays the cost of disorder. The mill- 
ions of property which some years 
since were destroyed by the Pittsburg 
riovers in their rage, were pati for by 
the municipality.

[. has been asked by every student of 
social science from Sucrates to Heury 
George. Many plans of adjustment 
pave been discovered, and trial has 
twen made of sume; but strikes, and 
arbitrations and co-operations aod 
laws reguiating boursand conditions 
of labor have alike failed and will

Recent writers on Greenland say the 
Eskimos have become so crossed Ly fre- 
quent intermarriage with the Danes 
that Scandinavian faces are as frequent- 
ly metas UCskimo in the native huts.

SABLE IsLaNp is one of the most dan- 
gorous points along the Atlantic sea- 
board. Wrecked men have sometimes 
becn stranded on the island for weeks 
without being able to inform the world 
of their condition. It is now proposed 
to import carrier-pigeons from Belgium 
for use in the coastservice, and quarters 
for their reception are being prepared 
in Ilalifax. Som2of the pigeons, hav- 
ing become accustomed to Llulifax, will 
be taken to Sable Island, and when a 
disaster occurs one will be set at liberty 
with a message attached toit: The pig- 
eas to be used in this.service are very 

ipid birds and will require but a short’ 
Lime to bring messages from that point 
to the city. 

In a recent lecture on ‘Flameless 
Combustion,” Mr. T. Fletcher said: 
‘**Tho appearance of flame is misleading, 
and the greater the flame the smaller 
the work done, other things being 
equal. I have been asked bya well- 
known engineer if I could explain why 
certain boilers gave such an exceeding- 
ly small duty for the fuel consumed 
when the flues were, as he said, ‘flied 
from end to end with magnificent flame.’

The wholesalers scll on 
ninety days’ credit, and if one merchant 
does not offer fair prices they await the 
coming of others, Nobody's profits are 
extraordinarily large, but those of the 
Southern retailer are probably the best.
